Insurance department said today 
It 
is approving war exemption 
clauses for life insurance policies 
iinder an opinion of the nttornej' 
general department. 


W. C. Conley, Jr., deputy state 
insurance commissioner, said “a 
number” of insurance companies 
operating nationally are Inserting 
the clauses in policies. 


Assistant Attorney G e n e r a l 
John Panchuk explained that the 
opinion authoriies the Insurance 
department to approve the form 
of exemption clauses limiting the 
companies’ liability in the event 
the insured loses his life during 
naval or military service regard­ 
less of the cause of death, and in 
the event of death due to naval or 
military sen'ice without restrict­ 
ing the exemption to the period of 
such service.

scrvicc was interpreted as includ- 
inp: marine, jtir, medical and wel­

could 
apply to 
civilian service if this were speci­ 
fied in the exemption form. 


Pnnchuk added that the limit 
of liability in such cases would 
not be restricted to the contest- 
ahlo period of two years after the 
writing of a poMey. but that the 
terms of the policy could be al­ 
tered at any time with consent of 
insured and insurer.

Baby Bogs Perish

CLOSES TODAY 


Poor Weather and Lack 
of Snow Makes Kill 
Lowest In Years 


With continued warm weather 
and lack of snow for tracking, the 
1939 deer season will close today, 
going down as one of the most 
unsuccessful in many years. 
In this district, there was no 
tracking snow at any time and the 
warm weather made it almost 
Impossible to keep deer once they 
were bagged.

were successful in landing their 
deer although the kill was much 
lower than in past years.

probably the largest in history, 
sale of licenses being

An 
unusual 
number of bear 
were killed this year, probably be­ 
cause of the warm weather. 
Fifty-one permits had been is­ 
sued at local headquarters up to 
yesterday for transporting deer 
through the state of Wisconsin, 
a majority of them going to lower 
Michigan hunters going around to 
avoid the straits traffic. 
Drive Against Violators 
Conservation department offi 
dais 
indicated 
yesterday 
that 
there will be no let-up in the drive 
against violators even though the 
season closes. 
Fire fighting per­ 
sonnel kept on during the season 
will be retained until officials feel 
that violations have been checked 
as closely as possible.

The final stages of the season 
find the woods almost deserted by 
nimrods, many areas reporting on 
Wednesday that not a deer hunter 
was to be found. 
Lack of snow and unseasonable 
warm 
weather 
was 
generally 
blamed for the lack of success on 
the part of the hordes of hunters 
who invaded the northern portion 
of the lower peninsula and the 
upper peninsula. 
At Lansing the conservation 
commission 
was completing its 
compilation of final statistics on 
the season. 
The figures are ex­ 
pected to be made public Friday. 
Sentence of five years probation 
was administered today at Harris­ 
ville to Hary Brousseau, 24, of 
Alpena, on the involuntary man­

which should be corrected such as 
infected tonsils, exophthalmic goi­ 
ter, heart 
disease, 
tuberculosis, 
eye, ear and chest ailments, hern­ 
ia, phimosis and flat foot; exami­ 
nation of athletes as required by 
the Michigan Athletic association 
before being allowed to partici­ 
pate in competitive 
games; 
im­ 
munization 
of children against, 
diphtheria and smallpox; testing 
children and others for tubercul­ 
osis; service to

physicians 
upon 
request 
such 
as 
taking 
throat cultures, giving antitoxin 
and confirming diagnoses of con­

E 
c o n o m ic conditions in the Uppor Pon- 
insula were described in n lucid man­ 
ner by Rep, Kred Bradley of Kogers City 
in testifying nt the hearing In Washington 
recently on the proi>o8e<l new reciprocal 
trade agreement with Chile. Tho congress­ 
man's chief purpose was lo voice the ob­ 
jection of the state’s mining region to tho 
proposal 
to reduce the dutle* on copper 
imports from the South American 
coun­ 
try. 


“The people in the upper part of 
my 
eleventh district are vitally affected eco­ 
nomically by the welfare of those in 
the 
twelfth dlitrlct to the north, ” Hep. Brad­ 
ley testified. “Consequently, any act 
on 
the p a n of this government which might 
tend to affect the copper industry, serious­ 
ly affects all the people in the Upper Pen­ 
insula of Michigan. 


•‘This district was formerly blessed with 
a heavy stand of timher as well as great 
deposits of iron ore. and one of the larg­ 
est single deposits of native copper in the 
world. Our timber industry has been rapid­ 
ly dissipated and is now virtually deplet­ 
ed. Our iron and copper deposits are liicc- 
wlse disappearing. AM this is placing upon 
our shoulders an intolerable burden of un­ 
employment. Anything which Imposes any 
further handicaps upon 
the 
economical 
operation of our mining industry Is bound 
to increase that burden. It is bound 
to 
seriously affect the purchasing power 
of 
our people and consequently to affect the 
economic well-bearing of the I’pper Pen­ 
insula,** 


Hep. Bradley objected to lowering 
of 
the duty on Chilean coppt'r 
the grounds 
that Chile is now producing copper at 
a 
much higher rate of its estimated capacity 
than is the I’nited States, that it is now 
adequately marketing its huge output of 
copper, and that the cost of producing cop­ 
per in Chile is about four cent« per pound 
lower than in the United States. 


No mines are located In Hep. Bradley*« 
district, but in lending his support to the 
mining interests of the other district he 
is recognizing the principle 
that 
what 
helps one section of the Upper I’enlnsula 
«If o helps the other. This Is a rule that 
Hhould always be 
rememberi'd 
by 
the 
whole region.

The slates helped by tnin* 
miDg business taxes to the bone. Most oí 
th e efforts were like hypodermic 
injee- 
tiODB with short-lived efftcis. It looked as 
If cities that once sizzled 
with 
activity 
would become ghost towns. 


Then New Englanders 
began 
to 
ap­ 
proach the problem from a brand new an ­ 
gle. So the textile business w'as no longer 
wbat it uged to be. So what? Were textile 
products the only commodities ingenious 
Yankee cowmuiilties could produce? Tbe 
Masaacbuteita loatitute ot Technology lent 
a band. Financiera transferred Idle capital 
to new eoterprieei. Some communities took 
fpver tbe factories and leased them to en- 
«rgetlc business men. New England for­ 
got it wdB a tej^tile 
center 
and 
began 


manufacturing articles for which It knew 
there was a market. 


Neither the most itablo industry nor ihe 
most reliable agricultural product can for­ 
ever hold out. against the terrific offen­ 
sive of progress. Advancement of science 
Is always shoving some industrial group 
out tho back door. The redeeming feature 
is that for every industry pushed off 
the 
scene, at least one new one springs up. 


Even established 
industries 
are 
hit 
whenever a new machine Is developed to 
speed up production, cut down the number 
of workers needed. Someone must build 
the new machines, someone must service 
them, run them; others must build parts 
for them. And while the changes are be­ 
ing made— while workers 
are 
worrying 
over technological Improvements— the la­ 
boratories plod on. uncovering 
new 
by­ 
products to be manufactured. 


The invention of the automobile put vir­ 
tually all blacksmiths and 
wheelwrights 
out of business. But the industries that 
sprang up and the jobs created directly 
and indirectly by the automobile industry 
are almost beyond computation. 


It requires some pretty radical readjust­ 
ment sometimes to put tho world aright. 
New England, for Instance, 
refused 
to 
mope away In Its corner. It simply adapt­ 
ed itself to a new' order. People arc going 
back to work. In three years, not only have 
most of the old plants been put back into 
operation, but IfiOO new 
factories 
have 
been 
built 
and 
are running under full 
■team. 


Other communities may have to come 
around to this system of salvation before 
very long. There Is nothing sacred about a 
ti'adltlonal nldustry when It ceases to sup­ 
port Its people. It Is much better to find 
something new—something that will bring 
In enough cash to cover the payrolls. 


War Not Feared 


A 
f t e r the tragic horrors of the w^orld 
war were revealed to tho public It was 
often predicted that the future generations 
would not bo so quick to engage in 
an­ 
other conflict. 


The slaughter of human beings in the 
world war was unprecedented for its grue­ 
someness and horrible consequences. Pic­ 
tures of ihe dead and maimed, lying on tho 
battlefieds in France, have appeared often 
in books and magazines. They 
are 
still 
available for tho present generation 
to 
see. 


But is American youth impi'esMed? The 
army and navy departments report that no 
difficulty is being experienced In recruit­ 
ing young men. Enlistments in tho nat­ 
ional guard are proceeding at a pace that 
exceeds Ihe schedule. For Instance, guard 
units at Escanaba and elsewhere In 
tho 
Upper 
Peninsula 
were manned within a 
few days after the call for recruits 
was 
issued. 


Either the youth of America 
do 
not 
fear the horrors of war or else they do not 
believe that t»ur entry In tho present Eu­ 
ropean conflict Is Imminent. 
While 
the 
majority of the American pi'ople want to 
remain at peace, the developments indi­ 
cate that once war wero declared 
they 
would display the same, enthusiasm and 
eagerness for victory ns has been shown 
in tho past.

I^ndon — The British ability to devise 
means of hunting down submarines just 
about as fast as Germany can multiply Us 
underwater raiders may account in a large 
part for the new unrestricted mine war­ 
fare of tho Nails. 


The coastal and nearby waters of 
tho 
British Isles already 
are 
begluning 
to 
swarm with trawlers especially designed 
for hunting U-boats. 
Armed with 
guna 
and depth charge bombs, tho swift littio 
trawlers, supported by 
airplanes, 
make 
life for submarine crews pretty miserable. 


The statement recently 
made 
in 
th« 
British 
Parliament 
that the Nazis were 
probably turning out two new submarines 
per week and would, therefore, have per­ 
haps as nuiny as ono hundred by the end 
of the year, looked very serious, but there 
are a number of huts—■ 


—CHEWS MUST BE SPECIALIiY

It Is the experience of all naval coun­ 
tries that it is easier to build submarines 
than It Is to train officers and crews 
to 
man them, especially at far distances from 
the base of supplies. 


The submarine Is one of the most com­ 
plex pieces of machinery that makes the 
w’aters. 
Mon bavo to get used to cramped 
conditions of life as to operations, meals, 
sleeping quarters, etc., that are unknown 
even on small destroyers. It Is estimated 
that It takes at least six months properly 
to train a submarine crew. They can’t be 
trained on land or in a naval college. They 
must he trained in actual submarines. 


Even in peacetimes 
the 
hazards 
for 
crews of submarines aro far greater than 
those for men serving on other ve.ssels. In 
wartime these hazards aro increased many 
times. 
It Is. therefore, harder to find Ihe 
type «)f men fitted for this service than for 
any other in tho navy. 
In many navies 
the rates of pay are higher for submarine 
crews than for those on ordinary war ves­ 
sels.

felt, 
if tho trawlers are as effective as 
they are expected to be In driving the sub­ 
marines away from the coastal 
regions, 
the nubmarlnes will have to 
operate 
at 
ct)nsldorable tiistances from their 
home 
bases. 
Here the destroyers will hunt them 
down, aided by airplanes. 


The British Admiralty makes no boasts. 
It fathers no pretllctlons. 
But there is 
a 
feeling amt>ng those sea lords that the sub- 
marint's will have such a hot time that all 
Nazi attempts to blockatle Britain will fail. 
As ntore and more Hubmarines aro sunk, 
it will become harder for Ihe Nazi bosses 
tt> find new crews to vt'uture out In the 
dangerous little Hhtlls. 
Food, munitions 
and airplanes from .\nuMica and the Brit­ 
ish Dominlt)ns ami cidonies 
and 
troops 
from tho empire will continue to arrive In 
Britain.

The Washington 
Merry^Go<^Round

Washington—It is supposed to be a dip­ 
lomatic secret, but when the British mis* 
■Ion was In Moscow, Stalin gave them an 
•splanatlon of why Russia was taking 
OT«r strategic points In Latvia, Estonia 
and Finland. He explained that Russia 
feared an eventual attack from Germany, 
therefor was building up a Baltic barrier 
against such attack. 


Later, Foreign Minister Molotoff gave 
the same explanation to the Finns. 
He 
pointed out that Russia would be foolish 
if she did not seize the present moment, 
with Germany engaged in war, to build up 
a defense against Hitler. That was why 
Russia must insist on taking certain key 
islands from Finland. 


Whether this explanation is true, only 
time will tell. But French and British dip­ 
lomats are extremely skeptical. They think 
Germany has more to fear from 
Russia 
than vice versa. 


This is particularly true among 
the 
British. Censors are not letting it out, but 
the greatest bugaboo inside tbe British 
Cabinet today is the fear, not of German 
submarines, but of Communism let loose 
in Germany. What worries British Tories 
is that starvation in Germany will encour­ 
age Communism, and that Stalin, instead 
of needing a bulwark against Germany, 
will actually engulf Germany. 


This is why powerful influences in the 
British Government are working right now 
for the end of the war through some in­ 
ternal Nazi explosion which would get rid 
of Hitler. 


— KO. a NAZI— 


And the man they place confidence in is 
Field Marshal Hermann Goering, head of 
the air force, economic boss of Germany, 
and No. 2 Nazi. Goering had a lot of con­ 
tacts with the British before war broke. 


Sir Nevlle Henderson, British Ambassa­ 
dor, used to go boar-hunting at Goerlng’s 
country estate. British bankers were 
in 
contact with Goering regarding the billion- 
pound loan proposal to rehabilitate Ger­ 
many. And Sir Horace Wilson, right hand 
of Prime Minister Chamberlain, took sev­ 
eral trips to Berlin to talk with Goering. 


So today, the British are figuring that 
if Goering were running Germany, 
they 
could work out a peace which would stick. 
The Field Marshal, they know, has 
the 
confidence of the German Army. He is an 
aristocrat, a professional soldier, had 
a 
great record as an aviator 
during 
the 
World War; and although the Army is not 
keen about many of tbe Nazis around Hit­ 
ler, it would welcome Goering as its chief.

The British know that any 
peace in 
Germariy must take into consideration tho 
German Army, for It can be, and some dip­ 
lomats believe already is, more powerful 
than Hitler. 


Weighing all these factors, the British 
appeasement clique In the Cabinet would 
^e willing to negotiate a peace with /5oer- 
Ing which would give Germany most of 
what she wants. 


She could keep the Polish Corridor and 
Danzig. Poland would be recreated only as 
a very small state on the order of Luxem­ 
burg. The British would even go out of 
their way to aid Germany with colonies 
and loans. Such a peace, British Tories 
believe, would be far better than German 
Communism, which might spread to Bri­ 
tain. 


b u t —this would take place only if Hit* 
ler were out of the way and Goering, a 
man they can trust, in power. 
So Field 
Marshal Goering—unless he is bumped off 
by his rivals around Hitler—is the man to 
watch in Germany today.

Tj'CONOMIC conditions in the Upper Pen- 
insula were described in a lucid man­ 
ner by Rep. Fred Bradley of Rogers City 
in testifying at the hearing in Washington 
recently on the proposed new reciprocal 
trade agreement with Chile. The congress­ 
man’s chief purpose was to voice the ob­ 
jection of the state's mining region to the 
proposal 
to reduce the duties on copper 
imports from the South American 
coun­ 
try. 
“Tho people in the upper part of 
my 
eleventh district are v ita ll y affected eco­ 
nomically by the welfare of those in 
the 
twelfth district to the north,’’ Rep. Brad­ 
ley testified. “ Consequently, any act 
on 
the part of this government which might 
tend to affect the copper industry, serious­ 
ly affects all the people in the Upper Pen­ 
insula of Michigan. 
“This district was formerly blessed with 
a heavy stand of timber as well as great 
deposits of iron ore, and one of the larg­ 
est single deposits of native copper in the 
world. Our timber industry has been rapid­ 
ly dissipated and is now' virtually deplet­ 
ed. Our iron and copper deposits are like­ 
wise disappearing. All this is placing upon 
our shoulders an intolerable burden of un­ 
employment. Anything which imposes any 
further handicaps upon 
the 
economical 
operation of our mining industry is bound 
to increase that burden. It is hound 
to 
seriously affect the purchasing power 
of 
our people and consequently to affect the 
economic well-hearing of tho Upper Pen­ 
insula.” 
Rep. Bradley objected to lowering 
of 
the duty on Chilean copper on the grounds 
that Chile is now producing copper at 
a 
much higher rate of its estimated capacity 
than is the United States, that it is now' 
adequately marketing Its huge* output of 
copper, and that the cost of producing cop­ 
per in Chile is about four cents per pound 
lower than in the United State's. 
No mines are located In Rep. Bradley’s 
district, but in lending his support to the 
mining interests of the other district he 
is recognizing the principle 
that 
what 
helps one section of the Upper Peninsula 
also helps the other. This is a rule that 
should always be 
remembered 
by 
the 
whole region.

NEA Service Staff Correspondent, 
London — The British ability to devise 
means of hunting down submarines just 
about as fast as Germany can multiply its 
underwater raiders may account in a large 
part for the new unrestricted mine war­ 
fare of the Nazis. 
The coastal and nearby waters of 
the 
British Isles already 
are 
beginning 
to 
swarm with trawlers especially designed 
for hunting U-boats. 
Armed with 
guns 
and depth charge bombs, the swift little 
trawlers, supported by 
airplanes, 
make 
life for submarine crews pretty miserable. 
The statement recently 
made 
in 
th# 
British 
Parliament 
that the Nazis were 
probably turning out two new submarines 
per week and would, therefore, have per­ 
haps as many as one hundred by the end 
of the year, looked very serious, but there 
are a number of huts— 
— CREWS MUST RE SPECIALLY 
TRAINED— 
It is the experience of all naval coun­ 
tries that it is easier to build submarines 
than it is to train officers and crews 
to 
man them, especially at far distances from 
the base of supplies. 
The submarine is one of the most com­ 
plex pieces of machinery that makes the 
waters. 
Men have to get used to cramped 
conditions of life as to operations, meals, 
sleeping quarters, etc., that are unknown 
even on small destroyers. It is estimated 
that it takes at least six months properly 
to train a submarine crew. They can’t be 
trained on land or in a naval college. They 
must he trained in actual submarines. 
Even in peacetimes 
the 
hazards 
for 
crews of submarines are far greater than 
those for men serving on other vessels. In 
wartime these hazards are increased many 
times. 
It is, therefore, harder to find the 
type of men fitted for this service than for 
any other in the navy. 
In many navies 
the rates of pay are higher for submarine 
crews than for those on ordinary war ves­ 
sels. 
, 
— TRAWLER** WILL RELEASE 
DESTROYERS— 
Therefore, it would appear that 
while 
Nazis can turn out two submarines 
per 
week, they would have a hard time train­ 
ing crews in advance, so that they can sup­ 
ply the men for these 
new 
submarines 
every week. 
The British trawlers 
will 
realease 
a 
great number of destroyers for duty fur­ 
ther out in the oceans. 
Here again the 
might of the British navy will make itself 
felt, 
lf tho trawlers are as effective as 
they are expected to be in driving the sub­ 
marines away from the coastal 
regions, 
the submarines will have to 
operate 
at 
considerable distances from their 
home 
bases. 
Here the destroyers will hunt them 
down, aided by airplanes. 
The British Admiralty makes no boasts. 
It fathers no predictions. 
But there is 
a 
feeling among those sea lords that the sub­ 
marines will have such a hot time that all 
Nazi attempts to blockade Britain will fail. 
As more and more submarines are sunk, 
it will become harder for the Nazi bosses 
to find new crews to venture out in the 
dangerous little shells. 
Food, munitions 
and airplanes from America and the Brit­ 
ish Dominions and colonies 
and 
troops 
from the empire will continue to arrive in 
Britain.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY PEARSON AND ALLEN) 
W ashington— It is supposed to be a dip­ 
lomatic secret, but when the British mis­ 
sion was In Moscow, Stalin gave them an 
explanation of why Russia 
was 
taking 
over strategic points in 
Latvia, 
Estonia 
and Finland. He explained 
that 
Russia 
feared an eventual attack from Germany, 
therefor was building up a Baltic barrier 
against such attack. 
Later, Foreign Minister Molotoff 
gave 
the same explanation to the Finns. 
He 
pointed out that Russia would be foolish 
if she did not seize the present moment, 
with Germany engaged in war, to build up 
a defense against Hitler. 
That was why 
Russia must insist on taking certain key 
islands from Finland. 
W hether this explanation is true, only 
time will tell. But French and British dip­ 
lomats are extremely skeptical. They think 
Germany has more to fear from 
Russia 
than vice versa. 
This is particularly true 
among 
the 
British. Censors are not letting it out, but 
the greatest bugaboo inside 
the 
British 
Cabinet today is the fear, not of German 
submarines, but of Communism let loose 
in Germany. What worries British Tories 
is that starvation In Germany will encour­ 
age Communism, and that Stalin, instead 
of 
needing a bulwark against Germany, 
will actually engulf Germany. 
This is why powerful influences In the 
British Government are working right now 
for the end of the war through some in­ 
ternal Nazi explosion which would get rid 
of Hitler. 
— NO. 2 NAZI— 
And the man they place confidence in is 
Field Marshal Hermann Goering, bead of 
the air force, economic boss of Germany, 
and No. 2 Nazi. Goering bad a lot of con­ 
tacts with the British before war broke. 
Sir Nevile Henderson, British Ambassa­ 
dor, used to go boar-hunting at Goering's 
country estate. British bankers were 
in 
contact with Goering regarding the billion- 
pound loan proposal to rehabilitate Ger­ 
many. And Sir Horace W ilson, right hand 
of Prime Minister Chamberlain, took sev­ 
eral trips to Berlin to talk with Goering. 
So today, the British are figuring that 
lf Goering were running Germany, 
they 
could work out a peace which would stick. 
The Field Marshal, they know, has 
the 
confidence of the German Army. He is an 
aristocrat, a professional soldier, 
had 
a 
great record as an aviator 
during 
the 
World War; and although the Army is not 
keen about many of the Nazis around Hit­ 
ler, it would welcome Goering as its chief. 
— GERMAN ARMY— 
The British know that any 
peace 
in 
Germany must take into consideration the 
German Army, for it can be, and some dip­ 
lomats believe already is, more powerful 
than Hitler. 
W eighing all these factors, the British 
appeasement clique in the Cabinet would 
Ije willing to negotiate a peace with D eer­ 
ing which would give Germany most 
of 
what she wants. 
She could keep the Polish Corridor and 
Danzig. Poland would be recreated only as 
a very small state on the order of Luxem­ 
burg. The British would even go out of 
their way to aid Germany with 
colonies 
and loans. Such a peace, British Tories 
believe, would be far better than German 
Communism, which might spread to 
Bri­ 
tain. 
BUT— this would take place only if H it­ 
ler were out of the way and Goering, 
a 
man they can trust, in power. 
So Field 
Marshal Goering— unless he Is bumped off 
by his rivals around Hitler—-Is the man to 
watch In Germany today.

SPRINGFIELD 


Thirty-Six soldiers, armed with the U. S. Array’s new Garand 
rifle, could annihilate an entire infantry regiment In 60 seconds in 
open country fighting. That’s the opinion of officers who recently 
watched New York National Guardsmen test the Garand at Camp 
Smith, Peekskill, N. Y. A dozen men fired at a silhouette target 200 
yards away. In one minute, they registered 402 hits, 300 of them 
bull’s-eyes. The detail averaged 34 shots per minute per man. It Is 
because of this greater accuracy and firing speed that the Army 
ofTlcially adopted the semi-automatic Garand to supplant the time- 
honored Springfield. 


Like the Springfield, the Garand is a clip-fed shoulder rifle. 
But there the resemblance stops. As seen in the photo above, it use.s 
an eight-cartridge clip instead of the .Springfield’s five. The loading 
mechanism is operated by gas pressure generated in the chamber 
when a cartridge is fired, eliminating the familiar bolt on the Spring­ 
field breech mechanism. Gas operation also, of course, eliminates the 
awkward manual movements necessary for successive shots with the 
older weapon. Instead of raising the bolt, opening the breech, clos­ 
ing the breech and snapping the bolt, the doughboy Just squeezes the 
Garand’s trigger. 


The gas cylinder is shown in muzzle view below. Gas, entering 
the cylinder as the bullet leaves the muzzle, operates a piston which 
unlocks the bolt, empties the cartridge case and compresses a spring. 
This closes the bolt and reloads the chamber. 


For all Its advantages, the Garand rifle weighs only 9% pounds, 
a half pound heavier than the Springfield. At left, a soldier, garbed 
in the Army’s new “comfort" uniform, shows how it is carried.

In One Minute, 36 Garand Rifles Could Annihilate Regiment

Thirty-six soldiers, armed with the U. S. Army’s new Garand 
rifle, could annihilate an entire infantry regiment in 60 seconds in 
open country fighting. That’s the opinion of officers who recently 
watched New York National Guardsmen test the Garand at Camp 
Smith, Peekskill, N. Y. A dozen men fired at a silhouette target 200 
yards away. In one minute, they registered 402 hits, 300 of them 
bull’s-eyes. The detail averaged 34 shots per minute per man. It is 
because of this greater accuracy and firing speed that the Army 
officially adopted the semi-automatic Garand to supplant the time- 
honored Springfield. 
Like the Springfield, the Garand is a clip-fed shoulder rifle. 
But there the resemblance stops. As seen in the photo above, it uses 
an eight-cartridge clip instead of the Springfield’s five. The loading 
mechanism is operated by gas pressure generated in the chamber 
when a cartridge is fired, eliminating the familiar bolt on the Spring­ 
field breech mechanism. Gas operation also, of course, eliminates the 
awkward manual movements necessary for successive shots with the 
older weapon. Instead of raising the bolt, opening the breech, clos­ 
ing the breech and snapping the bolt, the doughboy just squeezes the 
Garand’s trigger. 
The gas cylinder is shown In muzzle view below. Gas, entering 
the cylinder as the bullet leaves tho muzzle, operates a piston which 
unlocks the bolt, empties the cartridge case and compresses a spring. 
This closes the bolt and reloads the chamber. 
For all its advantages, the Garand rifle weighs only 9% pounds, 
a half pound heavier than the Springfield. At left, a soldier, garbed 
in the Army’s new “comfort” uniform, shows how it is carried.

At least four thousand Hough­ 
ton county acres will be planted 
to potatoes next year, it is 
esti­ 
mated, representing a substantial 
increase over previous years, and 
most of the prospective growers 
have contracted for their seed and 
fertilizer. 
Late blight, due to wet weather 
conditions, caused severe losses to 
many small growers who did not 
spray their potato patches 
fre­ 
quently enough, but 
commercial 
shippers experienced 
practically 
no blight trouble. Growers of the 
latter type have been planting five 
to IOO acres or more each season. 
Green Mountains are the favor­ 
ite variety in Michigan’s Copper 
Country.

W ith th e completion recently of 
three blocks of paviuf? on N orth

BEHIND THE 
SCENES 


By Bnic« Coifon 


Washington — The 
American 
F'ederatlon of Labor is not the 
only 
Important 
group that has 
tried to call off Assistant Attor­ 
ney General Thurman Arnold’s In­ 
vestigation of anti-trust law viola­ 
tions by the building trades un­ 
ions. 
Some of the heaviest pres­ 
sure haa come from within the 
New Deal itself. 


A considerable portion of the 
“liberal wing” In and close to the 
government Is very much opposed 
to the line Arnold’s Investigation 
has taken, and Arnold and his as­ 
sistants have been urged to call 
a halt. 


This group’s objection Is based 
on the fear that prosecuting labor 
unions under the anti-trust laws 
will In the long run tend to de­ 
stroy 
the 
legislative safeguards 
which have been built around la­ 
bor’s rights In the last few years. 
In 
effect, 
they foar, it will In­ 
crease the extent to which individ­ 
ual Judges may retermlne what 
acts are and are not legal for la­ 
bor unions— not only In connec­ 
tion with tho anti-trust laws, but 
In other fields. 


As a m atter of fact, the whole 
question of whether the unions 
may be prosecuted under the anti­ 
trust laws undoubtedly will have 
to be passed on, in the end, by the 
Supreme Court. 
The law admit­ 
tedly is ambiguous. 
LAW GRANTS 
EXKMPTION TO LAROH 


Section Six of the Clayton Act 
says th at nothing in the anti-trust 
laws shall be construed to forbid 
the existence and operation of la­ 
bor organizations, or *'to forbid 
or restrain Individual members of 
such organizations from lawfully 
carrying 
out 
the legitimate ob­ 
jects thereof.’’ 


The 
Department 
of 
Justice 
bases Its present building trades 
investigation on the assertion that 
the restralnt-of-trade operations it 
complains of do not “carry out 
the legitimate objects” of trade» 
naions and that the members en­ 
gaging In them are not “lawfully” 
carrying them out In any case. 


The next clause of Section Six, 
however, adds: 


“Nor shall such organizations 
or the members thereof be held or 
construed to be Illegal combina­ 
tions in restraint of trade under 
the aiktl-trust laws.” 


This, 
according to the labor 
group, means that the anti-trust 
laws Just don’t apply to labor un­ 
ions no m atter what they do or 
how they do It. 


The departm ent replies that 
this final clause doesn’t refer to 
the acta of the unions or their 
members, 
and 
that If It grants 
full Immunity the preceding clause 
Is unnecessary. 
Since there Is an 
ambiguity. It Is proper to go back 
of the law and study Its legislative 
history. 


When this section ot the Clay­ 
ton act was before Congress, the 
departm ent continues, Its apon- 
•ora denied that It was Intended 
* supply eremtptlon from all an­ 
gles of the anti-trust laws. Fur­ 
thermore. It Is pointed 
out, 
an 
amendment 
which 
would flatly 
have stated that nothing In the 
anti-trust 
laws 
should apply to 
any labor organisation was Toted 
down. 
Hence It Is argued that 
the Intent of Congress was to pro­ 
vide a very limited exemption. 


W hat that exemption was In­ 
tended to provide, the department 
spokesmen continue, was simply 
protection against outright disso­ 
lution of a labor union by court 
order. 


The famous Standard Oil case. 
In which a federal court had or­ 
dered Standard Oil dissolved un­ 
der the anti-trust laws, was then 
fresh in the public memory, and 
Samuel Gompers was fearful that 
some court might some day order 
a sim ilar dissolution of a labor 
union. 
That, 
the 
department 
holds, was all this section of the 
Clayton act was supposed to pre­ 
vent. 


Obviously, there Is a good deal 
of debatable ground here which 
won’t bo cleared up until the Su­ 
preme Court has ruled. The fate 
of tho departm ent’s present cam­ 
paign, then, as far as It applies to 
the building trades unions, won't 
be settled until some test case or 
other has been taken to the high 
court for decision.

A considerable portion of the 
"liberal w in g ” in an d close to the 
governm ent is very m uch opposed 
to the line A rn o ld ’s investigation 
has tak en , and A rnold an d his as­ 
sistants have been urged to call 
a halt. 
This g ro u p ’s objection is based 
on th e fear th a t prosecuting labor 
unions u n d er the a n ti-tru s t laws 
will in th e long ru n tend to de­ 
stroy 
the 
legislative safeg u ard s 
which have been built aro u n d la­ 
b o r’s rig h ts in th e last few years.

effect, 
th e y fear, it will in­ 
crease th e ex ten t to w hich individ­ 
ual ju d g e s m ay re te rm in e w h at 
acts are an d are n o t legal fo r la­ 
bor unions— not only in connec­ 
tion w ith th e a n ti-tru s t laws, b u t 
in o th e r fields.

group, m eans th a t th e a n ti-tru s t 
law s Just d o n ’t apply to lab o r u n ­ 
ions no m a tte r w h at they do or 
how th ey do It.

m em bers,

th a t if It g ran ts 
full im m u n ity th e preceding clause 
is unnecessary.

H ence it is a rg u e d th a t 
th e in te n t of Congress w as to p ro ­ 
vide a very lim ited exem ption. 
W h a t th a t exem ption w as in­ 
tended to provide, th e d ep a rtm e n t 
spokesm en continue, w as sim ply 
protection ag a in st o u trig h t disso­ 
lution of a lab o r union by co u rt 
order. 
T he fam o u s S tan d ard Oil case, 
in which a federal co u rt had o r­ 
dered S tan d a rd Oil dissolved u n ­ 
d er th e a n ti-tru s t laws, w’as th en 
fresh in th e public m em ory, an d 
Sam uel G om pers w as fearful th a t 
som e c o u rt m ig h t som e d ay o rd er 
a sim ilar dissolution of a labor 
union. 
T hat, 
th e 
d e p a rtm e n t 
holds, w as all this section of th e 
C layton act was supposed to p re ­ 
vent. 
Obviously, th e re is a good deal 
of debatable ground here which 
w on’t be cleared up until th e S u­ 
prem e C ourt h as ruled. T h e fa te 
of the d e p a rtm e n t’s p resen t ca m ­ 
paign, then, as fa r as it applies to 
th e building trad e s unions, w o n ’t 
be settled until som e test case or 
o th er has been tak en to th e high 
court for decision.

Schoolcraft 
county 
board of supervisors Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon the principles upon which 
the city contends it has upwards 
of $4,000 due from the county In 
gasoline and weight tax receipts. 


Wood explained that the 
city 
contends 
that 
the 
resolution 
passed by the board in June. 1939 
relative to the 
distribution 
of 
weight and gas tax receipts is il­ 
legal, and consequently not bind­ 
ing. 
The city claims that funds 
received during that period then 
should have been disbursed upon 
the basis of the 1938 resolutloa, 
which gave the city a moro liberal 
proportion of the funds. 


The city attorney also explained 
that it is the contention of the 
city that so called clarifying reso­ 
lutions passed by the 
board 
in 
October, 1939 also are 
inopera­ 
tive, based upon the claim of the 
city that the resolutions were of 
a retroactive nature, an 
illegal 
procedure. 


The speaker declared that the 
action of the county treasurer In 
holding tax receipts until new dis­ 
tribution revenues wore 
adopted 
by the hoard was Illegal, and the 
city contends distribution of the 
money received should have been 
made promptly upon the basis of 
tho distribution formulas then in 
effect. 


Wood declared that 
the 
city 
does not desire to take the issue 
to court and that court 
action 
could be avoided if 
representa­ 
tives of both governmental units 
would meet in a spirit of coopera­ 
tion to reach a satisfactory settle­ 
ment. 


The board adopted a resolution 
instructing 
Pjosecutor 
Sheahan 
to confer 
with 
City 
Attorney 
Wood In an effort to arrive 
at 
some basis for settlement of the 
controversy.

nd that “ repeated denunciations of 
these evil practices having proved 
unavailing, notice is 
given

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Judge Landis Fines Four Clubs For ‘Evil Practices’ 


TIGERS NICKED 
FOR $500 LEVY 


Concealment of Player 
Contracts Charged 
By Commissioner 


Chicago, Nov. 29 (ZP)— Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, commissioner of 
baseball, with a vehement denun* 
elation of several clubs for the 
“evil 
practices” 
of 
concealing 
player contracts from his office, 
imposed fines totalling $2,500 to­ 
day on four teams, including the 
Detroit Tigers and the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 
Granting free agency and back 
salary awards to several players, 
the commissioner 
fined Detroit 
$500; 
Brooklyn, $500; Dayton, 
Ohio, of the Mid-Atlantic League 
and a property of the Dodgers, 
$1,000, 
and 
Columbus 
of 
the 
American Association, owned by 
the St. Louis Cardinals, $500. 
No Pulling Punches 
From his investigation, Landis 
said in a lengthy statement, “it 
appears that clubs 
are 
signing 
players to contracts and term ac­ 
ceptances which are never filed 
for promulgation * * *” and add­ 
ed that “repeated denunciations of 
these evil practices having proved 
unavailing, notice is 
given 
all 
clubs that a fine of not less than 
$500 will be imposed in all cases 
where clubs hereafter engage in 
these practices.’' 
The snowy-haired commissioner, 
who early in 1938 denounced the 
St. Louis Cardinals farm system 
and seldom has been known to 
“pull” his punches, 
also 
men­ 
tioned the Cardinals in today’s 
edicts. 
Pointing out that it is an 
evasion of rules for one club to 
authorize another to sign its play­ 
ers, Landis granted free agency 
to five players of 
the 
Duluth, 
Minn., team, which has a working 
agreement with the Cardinals. 
No Papers Filed 
Detroit was fined after investi­ 
gation of the case of Charles H. 
Tefft, signed to a 1939 contract 
with* the Alexander, La., team, 
with which Detroit had a working 
agreement. 
The contract never 
was filed, Landis said, yet Tefft 
subsequently was 
sent 
to Hot 
Springs, Ark., then to Tiffin, Ohio, 
which latter club 
released 
him 
May 15, 1939. 
George Krueger, Los Angeles, 
claimed he was shuffled back and 
forth between Dayton and Padu­ 
cah, Ky., both clubs having affili­ 
ations with Brooklyn, and finally 
wig sent home last July. 
Landis 
said no club had been named in 
the contract given 
Krueger 
by 
Brooklyn and fined Brooklyn and 
Dayton $500 each for rules viola­ 
tion of the blank contract process 
and fined Dayton an additional 
$500 for “falsely dating” Krue­ 
ger’s contract and for filing such 
falsely dated contract. 
Columbus was fined for filing a 
contract with a false affidavit in 
the case of Charles Ripple, who 
was declared a free agent. 
Lan­ 
dis said Ripple signed a document 
submitted by Scout Frank Rickey 
in August, 1939, when Ripple was 
a 15 year old high school student. 
The document did not contain a 
salary affidavit as required by the 
rules, the commissioner said. 
He 
added that Ripple and his motlier 
testified the document never would 
have been signed had they known 
it would end the boy’s high school 
and college eligibility.

Lowered Rates Result In 
Domestic Increase 
In Escanaba 


If Escanaba residents are lag­ 
ging with regard to the use of 
electric ranges, electric refrigera­ 
tors and electric hot w ater heat­ 
ers. as indicated 
in 
a 
recently 
published 
municipal 
utilities re­ 
port. then there m ust be a reason 
and the reason is found in another 
portion of the report. It has to do 
with high rates which formerly 
applied here, in 
the 
opinion of 
City Manager George Bean. 
Figures indicate, also, that the 
city may not always be so far be­ 
hind the rest of the country in the 
use of such modern conveniences, 
for since 1936. when residential 
rates were lowered, 
the 
average 
electricity use per custom er had 
increased a third up to last. June, 
and the increase may reach 50 
per cent by the end of this year. 
In 1936, the average customer 
used 30 kilowatt hours of current 
a month. In the fiscal year 1938- 
39. the average was 
40.2 
hours 
per customer per month and re­ 
cent figures show th a t the aver­ 
age customer is now using about 
4 4 kilowatts per month. 
This average customer, it was 
pointed out. is saving 59 cents a 
month under the lowered rate or 
$7.OS a year. 
In 1 938-39. residential revenue 
was 
$100,342.95 
as 
compared 
with about $90,500 in 1936, the 
graph indicates. Despite rate re­ 
ductions. gross revenue is rem ain­ 
ing at about last y e a r ’s figure. 
The residential customer, the 
report says, gets special considera­ 
tion in rates because 
he 
is 
the 
most stable source of revenue to 
the departm ent. 
Commercial use 
fluctuates sharply 
with 
business 
changes, while residential use has 
shown a slow and steady increase 
through the years from 1921. The 
rise in both residential and com­ 
mercial 
electric 
use 
has 
been 
sharp since 1936, however, the re­ 
port shows. 
Residential 
customers 
used 
about 1.600,000 kilowatt hours of 
electricity in 
1 938: 
commercial 
consumption was 
nearly 
3.200,- 
000 kilowatt hours 
and 
power 
consumption was 4,500.000 kilo­ 
watt hours. In 
1936, residential 
use accounted for 
about 
1,300,- 
000; commercial use. for 2,500,- 
0OO, and power use for about 3,- 
800.000 kilowatt hours, according 
to the graph. 
Commercial and power use was 
greatest in 1930 and 1931, with 
a sharp drop roaching bottom in 
1 9 33 and with

by her activity. 
W a te r pumped 
to 
M unising's 
homes is laken from Lake Super­ 
ior th rough an intake pipe about 
1,400 feet out in the lake 
from 
th(> city pumping station near the 
municipal tourist park, on M-94, 


west of the city, and goes first in­ 
to the intake well at the station. 
W a te r is pumped into the chlorin­ 
ator to be mixed with tile steriliz­ 
ing gas and then goes back to the 
well to mix with the rest of the 
water there. The gas then rises 
through the water and passes off 
into the air. A taste of 
chlorine 
remains in the water since the lo­ 
cal plant has no am m oniator for 
taking it out. A check 
of 
the 
chlorine content in th e city water 
is m ade at least two times a day, 
sometimes oftener, to insure that 
the chlorine content is neith er too 
high or too low. F rom the p um p­ 
ing station, the w ate r goes to the 
city w ate r reservoir, located on a 
hill in back of Bay View addition. 
The reservoir holds about 1,000,- 
000 gallons and m u st 
be 
kept 
th ree-fourths full at 
all 
times. 
W a te r pressure in the city is pro­ 
vided by the location of the tank 
on the hill. 
Two electric pumps take care 
of the city’s water supply. One is 
used only in case of fire and 
on 
Sundays. Fse on Sundays insures 
th a t 1 he pump will be in condi­ 
tion for use whenever it must be 
placed in commission and enables 
Mrs. Simmons to do 
any 
work 
necessary on the regular 
pump 
while it is shut off. 
Mrs. Simmons has held the posi­ 
tion of caretaker of the plant u n ­ 
d e r three different city 
com mis­ 
sioners of public works and hopes 
th at site will have many years to 
serve in the job she enjoys.

Lansing, Xov. 29 (JP)—The state 


insurance department said today 
it is approving war exemption 
elatises for life insurance policies 
under an opinion of the attorney 
general department. 


W. C. Conley, Jr., deputy state 


insurance commissioner, said "a 
number" of insurance companies 
operating nationally are inserting 
the clauses in policies. 


Assistant Attorney G e n e r a l 


John Panchuk explained that the 
opinion authorizes the insurance 
department to approve the form 
of exemption clauses limiting the 
companies' liability in the event 
the insured loses his life during 
naval or military service regard- 
less of the cause of death, and in 
the event of death due to naval or 
military sen-ice without restrict- 
ing the exemption to the period of 
such service. 


He said naval and military 


service was interpreted as includ- 
ing marine, :tir, medical and wel- 
fare units, and could apply to 
civilian service if this were speci- 
fied in the exemption form. 


Panelnik added that the limit 


of liability in such cases would 
not be restricted to the contest- 
able period of two years after the 
writing of a policy, but that the 
terms of the policy could be al- 
tered at any time with consent of 
insured and insurer.

pate in competitive games;

E 


CONOMIC conditions in the Upper Pen- 
insula were described in a lucid man- 


ner by Rep. Fred Bradley of Rogers City 
in testifying at the hearing in Washington 
recently on the proposed new reciprocal 
trade agreement with Chile. The congress- 
man's chief purpose was to voice the ob- 
jection of the state's mining region to the 
proposal 
to reduce the duties on copper 


imports from the South American 
coun- 


try. 


"The people in the upper part of my 


eleventh district are vitally affected eco- 
nomically by the welfare of those in the 
twelfth district to the north,"' Rep. Brad- 
ley testified. "Consequently, any act 
on 


the part of this government which might 
tend to affect the copper industry, serious- 
ly affects all the people in the Upper Pen- 
insula of Michigan. 


"This district was formerly blessed with 


a heavy stand of timber as well as great 
deposits of iron ore, and one of the larg- 
est single deposits of native copper in the 
world. Our timber industry has been rapid- 
ly dissipated and is now virtually deplet- 
ed. Our iron and copper deposits are like- 
wise disappearing. All this is placing upon 
our shoulders an intolerable burden of un- 
employment. Anything which imposes any 
further handicaps upon the 
economical 


operation of our mining industry is bound 
to increase that burden. It is bound to 
seriously affect the purchasing power of 
our people and consequently to affect the 
economic well-bearing o£ the Upper Pen- 
insula." 


Rep. Bradley objected to lowering of 


the duty on Chilean copper on the grounds 
that Chile is now producing copper at 
a 


much higher rate of its estimated capacity 
than is the United States, that it is now 
adequately marketing its huge output of 
copper, and that the cost of producing cop- 
per in Chile is about four cents per pound 
lower than in the United States. 


No mines are located in Rep. Bradley's 


district, but in lending his support to the 
mining interests of the other district he 
5s recognizing the principle 
that 
what 


helps one section of the Upper Peninsula 
also helps the other. This is a rule that 
should always be 
remembered 
by 
the 


whole region. 


manufacturing articles for which it knew 
there was a market. 


Neither the most stable industry nor the 


most reliable agricultural product can for- 
ever hold out against the terrific offen- 
sive of progress. Advancement of science 
is always shoving some industrial group 
out the back door. The redeeming feature 
is that for every industry pushed off 
the 


scene, at least one new one springs up. 


Even established 
industries 
are 
hit 


whenever a new machine is developed to 
speed up production, cut down the number 
of workers needed. Someone must build 
the new machines, someone must service 
them, run them; others must build parts 
for them. And while the changes are be- 
ing made—while workers 
are 
worrying 


over technological improvements—the la- 
boratories plod on, uncovering 
new by- 


products to be manufactured. 


The invention of the automobile put vir- 


tually all blacksmiths and 
wheelwrights 


out of business. But the industries that 
sprang up and the jobs created directly 
and indirectly by the automobile industry 
are almost beyond computation. 


It requires some pretty radical readjust- 


ment sometimes to put the world aright. 
New England, for instance, 
refused 
to 


mope away in its corner. It simply adapt- 
ed itself to a new order. People are going 
back to work. In three years, not only have 
most of the old plants been put back into 
operation, but 1600 new 
factories 
have 


been 
built and are running under full 


steam. 


Other communities may have to come 


around to this system of salvation before 
very long. There is nothing sacred about a 
traditional nidustry when it ceases to sup- 
port its people. It is much better to find 
something new—something that will bring 
in enough cash to cover the payrolls. 


War Not Feared 


A 


FTER the tragic horrors of the world 
war were revealed to the public it was 


often predicted that the future generations 
would not be so quick to engage in 
an- 


other conflict. 


The slaughter of human beings in the 


world war was unprecedented for its grue- 
someness and horrible consequences. Pic- 
tures of the dead and maimed, lying on the 
battlefieds in France, have appeared often 
in books and magazines. They 
are 
still 


available for the present generation 
to 


see. 


But is American youth impressed? The 


army and navy departments report that no 
difficulty is being experienced in recruit- 
ing young men. Enlistments in the nat- 
ional guard are proceeding at a pace that 
exceeds the schedule. For instance, guard 
units at Escanaba and elsewhere in 
the 


Upper Peninsula were manned within a 
few days after the call for recruits 
was 


issued. 


Either the youth of America 
do 
not 


fear the horrors of war or else they do not 
believe that our entry in the present Eu- 
ropean conflict is imminent. While 
the 


majority of the American people want to 
remain at peace, the developments indi- 
cate that once war were declared 
they 


would display the same, enthusiasm' and 
eagerness for victory as has been shown 
in the past. 


Forgetting Tradition 


W 


HEN talk of a third term for 
Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was begun several 


months ago. public opinion polls showed 
the American people strongly opposed to 
a breaking of this political tradition. 


There is no constitutional 
bar 
to 
a 


third presidential term. but. ever since the 
days of George Washington, who express- 
ed his personal opinion that two terms in 
the "White House are sufficient for 
any 


man. the views of the first chief executive 
of the nation have been respected by the 
politicoes and the public. 


President Roosevelt has 
smashed 
so 


many precedents during his 
administra- 


tion that it is felt by many that he would 
not hesitate to attack the third term tradi- 
ion. Political observers had often pointed 
out that the outbreak of European hos- 
tilities would give him a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to essay a third term. 


Fortune magazine bears out this con- 


tention in publishing the results of a re- 
cent poll, which shows that 41A per cent 
of the persons interviewed favor a third 
irrm for President Roosevelt.

World Affairs 
Reviewed

London — The British ability to devise 


means of hunting down submarines just 
about as fast as Germany can multiply its 
underwater raiders may account in a large 
part for the new unrestricted mine war- 
fare of the Nazis. 


The coastal and nearby waters of 
the 


British Isles already 
are 
beginning to 


swarm with trawlers especially designed 
for hunting U-boats. 
Armed with 
guns 


and depth charge bombs, the swift little 
trawlers, supported by airplanes, 
make 


life for submarine crews pretty miserable. 


The statement recently made 
in the 


British 
Parliament 
that the Nazis were 


probably turning out two new submarines 
per week and would, therefore, have per- 
haps as many us one hundred by the end 
of the year, looked very serious, but there 
are a number of buts-— 


CKEWS MUST BK SPECIALLY 


TRAINED— 


It is the experience of all naval coun- 


tries that it is easier to build submarines 
than it is to train officers and crews 
to 


man them, especially at far distances from 
the base of supplies. 


The submarine is one of the most com- 


plex pieces of machinery that makes the 
waters. Men have to get used to cramped 
conditions of life as to operations, meals, 
sleeping quarters, etc., that are unknown 
even on small destroyers. It is estimated 
that it takes at least sis months properly 
to train a submarine crew. They can't be 
trained on land or in a naval college. They 
must be trained in actual submarines. 


Even in peacetimes 
the 
hazards 
for 


crews of submarines are far greater than 
those for men serving on other vessels. In 
wartime these hazards are increased many 
times. It is. therefore, harder to find the 
type of men fitted for this service than for 
any other in the navy. 
In many navies 


the rates of pay are higher for submarine 
crews than for those on ordinary war ves- 
sels. , 


TRAWLEItS AVILIj RELEASE 


DESTROYERS— 


Therefore, it would appear that 
while 


Nazis can turn out two submarines 
per 


week, they would have a hard time train- 
ing crews in advance, so that they can sup- 
ply the men for these 
new submarines 


every week. 


The British trawlers 
will realease a 


great number of destroyers for duty fur- 
ther out in the oceans. Here again the 
might o£ the British navy will make itself 
felt. 
I£ the trawlers are as effective as 


they arc expected to be in driving the sub- 
marines away from the coastal 
regions, 


the submarines will have to operate 
at 


considerable distances from their 
home 


bases. Here the destroyers will hunt them 
down, aided by airplanes. 


The British Admiralty makes no boasts. 


It fathers no predictions. But there is a 
feeling among those sea lords that the subr 
marines will have sucii a hot time that all 
Nazi attempts to blockade Britain will fail. 
As more and more submarines are sunk, 
it will become harder for the Nazi bosses 
to find new crews to venture out in the 
dangerous little shells.

Washington — It is supposed to be a dip- 


lomatic secret, but when the British mil- 
•ion was in Moscow, Stalin gave them an 
explanation of why Russia was taking 
orer strategic points in Latvia, Estonia 
and Finland. He explained 
that Russia 


feared an eventual attack from Germany, 
therefor was building up a Baltic barrier 
against such attack. 


Later, Foreign Minister Molotoff 
gav« 


the same explanation to the Finns. He 
pointed out that Russia would be foolish 
if she did not seize the present moment, 
with Germany engaged in -war, to build up 
a defense against Hitler. That was why 
Russia must insist on taking certain key 
islands from Finland. 


Whether this explanation is true, only 


time will tell. But French and British dip- 
lomats are extremely skeptical. They think 
Germany has more to fear from 
Russia 


than vice versa. 


This is particularly true 
among 
the 


British. Censors are not letting it out, but 
the greatest bugaboo inside 
the British 


Cabinet today is the fear, not of German 
submarines, but of Communism let loose 
in Germany. What worries British Tories 
is that starvation in Germany will encour- 
age Communism, and that Stalin, instead 
of 
needing a bulwark against Germany, 


will actually engulf Germany. 


This is why powerful influences in the 


British Government are working right now 
tor the end of the war through some in- 
ternal Nazi explosion which would get rid 
of Hitler. 


— : SO. 2 NAZI— 


And the man they place confidence in is 


Field Marshal Hermann Goering, head of 
the air force, economic boss of Germany, 
and No. 2 Nazi. Goering had a lot of con- 
tacts with the British before war broke. 


Sir Nevile Henderson, British Ambassa- 


dor, used to go boar-hunting at Goering's 
country estate. British bankers were in 
contact with Goering regarding the billion- 
pound loan proposal to rehabilitate Ger- 
many. And Sir Horace Wilson, right hand 
of Prime Minister Chamberlain, took sev- 
eral trips to Berlin to talk with Goering. 


So today, the British are figuring that 


if Goering were running Germany, 
they 


could work out a peace which would stick. 
The Field Marshal, they know, has the 
confidence of the German Army. He is an 
aristocrat, a professional soldier, had a 
great record as an aviator 
during the 


World War; and although the Army is not 
keen about many of the Nazis around Hit- 
ler, it would welcome Goering as its chief. 


— GERMAX ARMY — 


The British know that any peace in 


Germany must take into consideration the 
German Army, for it can be, and some dip- 
lomats believe already is, more powerful 
than Hitler. 


Weighing all these factors, the British 


appeasement clique in the Cabinet would 
be willing to negotiate a peace with .Goer- 
ing which would give Germany most of 
what she wants. 


She could keep the Polish Corridor and 


Danzig. Poland would be recreated only as 
a very small state on the order of Luxem- 
burg. The British would even go out of 
their way to aid Germany with 
colonies 


and loans. Such a peace, British Tories 
believe, would be far better than German 
Communism, which might spread to Bri- 
tain. 
BUT — this would take place only if Hit- 


ler were out of the way and Goering, 
a 


man they can trust, in power. So Field 
Marshal Goering— unless he Is bumped off 
by his rivals around Hitler— is the man to 
-watch in Germany today.

Thirty-six soldiers, armed with the U. S. Army's new Garand 


rifle, could annihilate an entire infantry regiment in 60 seconds in 
op"en country fighting. That's the opinion of officers who recently 
watched New York National Guardsmen test the Garand at Camp 
Smith, Peekskill, N. Y. A dozen men fired at a silhouette target 200 
yards away. In one minute, they registered 402 hits, 300 of them 
bull's-eyes. The detail averaged 34 shots per minute per man. It is 
because of this greater accuracy and firing speed that the Army 
officially adopted the semi-automatic Garand to supplant the time- 
honored Springfield. 


Like the Springfield, the Garand is a clip-fed shoulder rifle. 


But there the resemblance stops. As seen in the photo above, it uses 
<in eight-cartridge clip instead of the Springfield's five. The loading 
mechanism is operated by gas pressure generated in the chamber 
when a cartridge is fired, eliminating the familiar bolt on the Spring- 
field breech mechanism. Gas operation also, of course, eliminates the 
awkward manual movements necessary for successive shots with the 
older weapon. Instead of raising the bolt, opening the breech, clos- 
ing the breech and snapping the bolt, the doughboy just squeezes the 
Garand's trigger. 


The gas cylinder is shown in muzzle view below. Gas, entering 


the cylinder as the bullet leaves the muzzle, operates a piston which 
unlocks the bolt, empties the cartridge case and compresses a spring. 
This closes the bolt and reloads the chamber. 


For all its advantages, the Garand rifle weighs only 9 ^4 pounds, 


a half pound heavier than the Springfield. At left, a soldier, garbed 
in the Army's new "comfort" uniform, shows how it is carried.
